The latest news from Washington and Eng- 


land regarding tho treaty difficulty is neither 
satisfactory nor conclusive. Tho government 
at Washington seems to be waiting for an au- 
thoritative statement from England as to what 
the British Cabinet will do with the new 
proposition agreed upon by tho Senate. Our 
special telegram from London, published to- 
day, in another part of the paper, shows that 
the British government considered on Thurs- 
day that negotiations were about ended and 
that the treaty would fail, but that yesterday 
the subject was taken up again and negotia- 
tions were reopened on the part of England. 
The point of difficulty now appears to be that 
the British government does not deem the 
amended Supplemental Treaty, as agreed upon 
by the Senate, sufficiently explicit as to what 
is proposed to be relinquished under the term 
indirect claims, and seems to apprehend large- 
claims under that for direct damages than 
could be admissible. The Senate and admin- 
istration have left the public in the dark as to 
the precise meaning and phraseology of the 
amended Supplemental Treaty, and, therefore, 
its merits cannot be discussed. But it is evi- 
dent the British Cabinet is not satisfied with 
it, for the first impression was to abandon 
further negotiation, and now, upon second 
thought, explanations are asked. 


Only sis days ago General Schenck informed 


Secretary Fish that it was probable the English 
government would take such a coarse as would 
put an end to arbitration at Geneva and to the 
treaty. Then we hear from Washington that 
General Grant had put his foot down and 
would make no further concessions, consider- 
ing that he had gone far enough. This 
appears to have been the decision como 
to at the

meeting yesterday. 


This last news, that the British Cabinet 
had, 
on yesterday, resolved to reopen 


negotiations, so far, at least, as to ascertain 
definitely where direct claims would end and 
what is to be relinquished by the term indirect 
claims, shows that the treaty is not quite dead, 
and that there is a bare possibility of coming

It would certainly be raore in har- 
mony with our popular form of government. 
The Electoral College is somewhat an anomaly. 
We have not the form of the proposed amend- 
ment, but suppose Mr. Sumner does not in- 
tend to change the present system of voting by 
States. If he does intend that and to count 
the vote ofthe whole of the States solidly he 
would make a radical change both in* the 
theory and practice of our institutions. It 
would be an important step toward changing 
the government from a representative to a 
pure democracy. However, there is not much 
chance of Mr. Sumner'-s resolution passing 
this session and it is only necessary to notice 
the movement in its incipiency.

His generous conduct 
in pardoning the insurgents who were pleased 
to surrender themselves, though condemned 
by the radicals, was approved by the govern- 
ment. His resignation, whatever may bava 
been Serrano's own intention in the premises, 
must be regarded in the light of an opposition 
triumph ond as a cause of fresh embarrass- 
ment to the King and his friends.

Mr. Gerry commenced his address by speaking 


of the illness from which Louis Bonard suffered, 
an illness, he said, almost peculiar to this elifflttlo; 
and in tills connection he pronounced a very high 
eulogy on the services extended by the Sis- 
ters of Charity to their patient. 
Eonard's 


will was 
the 
epitome and 
embodiment of 


the life he lived and the faith In which he died. He 
died in the rites of tho Church in which ho was nur- 
tured, and in the s'ervices of which in bis youth ho 
had been a servitor. 
Louis Bonard was bom in 


Roaen, in Nonmmdy, -In the present republic of 
France. He never knew bis father, as lie had died 
when he "vvas but two years old. 
During life he 


spoke only of his mother who nad been so gofd to 
him—who took such care that ne should have a 
good education—which he received from a priest. 
He was baptized in the Roman Catholic Church. 
'When he grew up he worked In a carpenter's 
shop. 
In 1843 he appears to have o«cn pos- 


sessed of money, and during the revolution he 
lost, it is said, 20,000 francs, money left to Inm by 
his iirothe:-,"who accumulated it by speculating in as- 
sijiiais. He had one sister, butwho she was does not 
?;>pear, .He was reticent about family affairs, 
either bsca.iss when he lost his money his fiieiids 
and relation1! looked down upon him, or that he 
wasthftoflsprfag of a marriage vrhieh they if ou'.d 
not recognize. He left his country probably oa this 
scconnt. or it inlght have been throngh" gutting 
into trou'olo -<vi::i the government. He w.'is forty 
years of aze Wiica "oe left Eonea'; it was just after 
tho coup a'vtat in IS-9. Tftea he went into trade in 
South America,pe;ldlingknick-knacks, real and false 
jewelry, with tlie Indians, remaining there until 
1S32. lie -sras rabseqnently in California, Mexico, 
and ia Lima (Pe> u), n here he made his first money, 
it is said. Cerning on to Kew Tork he completed 
his fortune by spsculating in real estate. Ire was 
not a man without means when lie lived in 
France, for it is In evidence that he furnished 
his god-child with apparel appropriate to the occa- 
sion on wliich she matle her first communion, and 
indeed her parents grumbled that it was not as 
costly as his means would allow. Louis Bonard 
died in February, 1SJ1, at the age of sixty-two 
years. He was a Roman Catholic, educated by a 
priest, funtisbed dress to his'god-child for partici- 
pation in a religious ceremony of that Church: he 
frequently, used-the" expression '-We Catholics," 
and he died fortified by the rites of the Church. 
He was a man of intelligence, was laminar with 
politics and conversed on subjects of Mstory. He 
was a man of no mean intelligence, of no ordinai-y 
education, for he invented a hat machine and a 
brick machine, and was well acquainted with the 
working of the microscope. He had a, certain 
amount o?afrection; he had alastisg affection for 
animals, wh:cli is tha key-note of Us whole lifo. Ha 
disliked contact with the glare and glitter of the 
world; he knew too well tlte differencs Between the 
liollowness of ail human professions; he coald dis- 
tinguish between the Brummagem jewel and the 
real gem,.l>etween the false and the real jewelry he 
used to dispose of to the Indira tribes. Mr. Gerry 
then glanced "oriefiy at the subject -of testamentary 
capacity. Tiie tssfimony of tae three subscribing 
witnesses to tiie T*-ill shews that every reauirement 
of the; statute was complied with. They show that 
the will was re^.d over to the tfstator before lie 
signed it. and in proof of Ms correct niind, his clear 
intellect, at his suggestion a correction was made 


• in one place. 
Counsel then, in brief, reviewed tae evident in- 
tention of Louis Bonard in Ills will, and spoke as to 
the supposed delusion. He was over sixty years of 
age. without any familv. JTo man can live such a 
length of tnna without loving something, without 
cherishing a love for something. He. too, was dif- 
ferent from mostmQi He had no immoral attach- 
ments, soto sneak. He loved the tribes in the forest, 
with wlioia he did business: he had often spoken 
kindly of them. He loved animals, which oft-times 
In his joumeyiags were the only reminder he had 
of life. It shows the desperation to wliich ray 
learned adversaries are driven when they charge 
the man with the love of animals as with a crims— 
that love vrttich God has desired us all to cultivate. 
The Court then adjourned, and at its nest hear- 
ing Mr. Condert and Judge Porter will reply to Mr.

Concern affairs was manifested again yi'ntcrilay by 
the large number of visUor* that gathered in the 
Academy. Blsliop Andrews presided, and after the 
usual preliminaries Mr. B. R. Boancr, chairman of 
the Special Committee on Book Concern, called up 
their report, which was laid on the table to be 
printed, and asked that it be adopted without dis- 
cussion. It was so adopted almost unanimously. 


The Conference then balloted for two book agents

M. Phillips, of Cincinnati, a lay delegate, 205 out of 
a total of 373.

CONFERENCE 30UNDAKY COMMISSION. 


In the interim of balloting and counting the 


Conference resumed its ordinary business and 
adopted resolutions referring to a special commit- 
tee of three from Western New York, Central Kew 
York and Ontario Conferences -the question of dis- 
tributing the superannuated ministers and the 
widows and orphans of the East Genesee Confer- 
ence, which, by the action of the General Confer- 
ence oa Thursday, was blotted out of existence 
among the other Conferences, in proportion to the 
number of effective ministers in each. The au- 
topsy of East Genesse Conference was also de- 
ferred until September, at which time, upon the 
suggestion of the Bishop those Conferences in- 
terested were allowed to meet, instead of meet- 
ing in the spring, as usual, so as to avoid the con- 
fusion that would otherwise result in the appoint- 
ments. 


Chancellor BATES, chairman of the special com- 


mittee appointed on Thursday to inquire into the 
facts of the alleged irregularity in the count of a 
ballot on that day for editor of the Lcuttes' deposi- 
tory, reported substantially that while the ballot 
picked off the head of a taller was afterwards inad- 
vertently, but illegally counted, whereby Re T. Dr. 
McAuley, of Baltimore, lost the election, yet the 
committee think that the subsequent vote, which 
gave Dr. Wentworth a majority, expressed the will 
of the Conference, end they therefore recom- 
mended no further action to be talcen. It was 
moved to adopt the report. 


.Tadge. JfcALMONT opposed, and moved that the 


Conference declare the election null and void and 
proceed to another ballot. This motion.was, after 
discussion, laid on the table. 


EE-BLECTION OF DR. W3NTWOETH. 


Messrs. Cowles, Httbbard, Sliley, Judge Reynolds 


and others took part in the debate on the motion 
to adopt, which was becoming more and more earn- 
est, when Dr. Wentworth got the floor, and said 
that he had not sought the office and that he had. 
purposed from the moment that his election had been 
declared to resign as soon as this quesHon should 
be decided. He did not want the office at all with 
tiie Implication that one-Half of the Conference was 
opposed to Mm. 


Dr. McAuLST made a similar statement, and said 
thatln no event could lie allow himself to be voted 
for in any future ballot. He thonght that a new 
man should be chosen by the Conference. 
Judge REYNOLDS went fully for the report, but 
not for the conclusions. 
Dr. SI.IOEB said it was all important to tae

fioor of Conference to wander off into corners in 
search of sinners, and he had therefore gens into 
Michigan after tbat young- brother (Perrihe), who 
had misrepresented him yesterday. 


Under the call for tie previous question the re- 
port was adopted by 194 yeas to 109 nai-s.

Wentworth thereupon resigned, and after some 
routine business the Conference adjourned until 
half-past two P. M.

At the afternoon session Bishop Haven presided. 
The ballot for book agents was announced as given 
elsewhere. Kev. Dr. Wentworth was then elected 
editor of the LoAies IKposttory by acclamation. 


General Conference trustees of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, nominated by aspecial committee 
for that purpose, and including Bishop Wiley, Dr. 
Trimbie. Mr. Will Cumbach and other prominent 
Methodists, were elected. The -Conference then 
went into an election of boot agents for Cincinnati, 
which, after two ballots, re-elected Drs. Luke Hitch- 
COCE by 223 and J. M. Walden by 203 votes, out of a 
total of 344votes. 


Dr. T. M. EDDY presented the resolution called for 
on Wednesday, in regard to the Minard Home, com- 
mending it to the sympathy of the General Confer- 
ence and the Church. He moved its adoption. Dr. 
Gibson, of California, opposed this, because it favored 
class legislation, and because it separates the bovs 
from the girls ia the families of foreign missionaries. 
He believed that if the daughters of such, mission- 
aries are provided for in this way, the salaries-of 
the missionaries will be cut down by so much. 
He wanted fore.'gn missionaiies, as well as all 
others, to have the right to send their children 
to school wherever they piease. 


Bishop JAXSS explained that this parental right 
was not at ail interferred with, but that the trustees 
of the Home designed, if they could, to make this 
such an institution as would command the confi- 
dence of foreign missionaries wherein to leave their 
children it they cannot take them TrttU them. Tee 
resolution was adopted.

Tho Quaker Conference- adjourned yesteiday. In 


many respects it hss been one of the most impor- 
tant aad interesting ones that ever was held In this 
city, and the last day's session, to spcat in Quaker 
phrase, was very exemplary in its despatch of 
•business. 
Three 
questions were settled— the 


revision of the 
Church discipline, the me- 


morial to the 
Internanatioiial 
Penitentiary 


Congress and the yearly action In regard to 
the civilization of the Indians. The excited de- 
bates of the early sessions did nothing to disturb 
the apparent nnity of the sage and solemn synod ; 
and that there must have been, exercised a good 
deal of humility on the part of some members is 
shown by the fact that those things were fully 
accomplished 
which 
first 
met 
with such 


strong opposition from tha conservative party. 
The Quaker meetings 
do not recognize the 


rule of the majority, but continue the considera- 
tion of the subject until the whole sentiment ex- 
pressed is in favor of some decisive cour?e. Then, 
strange to say, there is no formal vote taken, but 
he who wishes rises in his place to express his 
opinion, and the Clerk very tardily announces 
the will of the assemblage. 
"Where there Is 


a wide and firm division of sentiment the 
subject is usually postponed" until some season 
when a more favorable opportunity for agreement is 
to be hoped for. This Kind of government is a strange 
anomaly in tills age, and there Is no donbt that, 
among other old customs which still exist in the 
Society of Friends, will soon be changed to one 
more modern and facile. 
The reform party, how- 


ever, has already gained a great victory over old 
fogyisin, and time will arm it to win other battles. 


T]&e Morning Sessions. 


The men and women convened separately as 


nsual, and the former debated for a tune upon the 
proposed changes in the rule of the Church. It was 
then resolved that, a joint session take place, and 
both bodies met ia a larger meeting house. Charles 
A. Jfacy acted as Cleric, and read tlie'proposed 
changes in a clear, deliberate voice. Many of them 
are merely verbal : a few are of moment. 


CHANGES OF CUC50H DISCIFLIXE. 


The fourth disciplinary query is amended so as to 


place at the discretion of the member the charac- 
terizing of places of amusement as to whether 
they are moral or immoral. A tenth qucrv is 
added as follows : — 


Are schools established for the education of onr rotith 
under tlie superintendence of committees appointed by 
either monthly or prep^racive meetings; and are they 
uncicr the cure or teachers in membership with us? 


In the admonitions to Ehe subordinate meetings 
tobacco is specially referred to and is denounced ; 
and the foHoiving paragraph is also a new oner- 


It is desired that all mar faithfiillv obserre o'er Chris- 
tian testimony to a free Gosp-1 mini^ry. It was shown 
to George Fox, in the opening* of truth on his mind, that 
-beiiyrbred at Oxtbrd or Cambridge -nras not enough to 
qualify men to be ministers of Christ. This recmred a 
Quulincatlon higher than man could confer. 


In the admonitions against freauenring taverns 
the word "unprofitable" is made to modify tae 
words "Dlaces of puolic resort." thus giving greater 
latitude to the judgment of those who are to ob- 
serve the rule. 


The roHotring new article forbids the use of to- 
bacco:— 
• Friends are advised to abstain from the use of tobacco, 
and it is recommended to our yonth, in an especial inan- 
ner, to refrain from this unnecessary practice, v.-ijicli is 
£0 liable to become habitual and injurious to health. 
. On marriages there is an articlcle which -permits 
members of the Church to marry without its folds 
if the ceremony is performed according to the dis- 
cipline. TBe Quaker ceremony of marriane consists 
simply in one of the couple taking the other by the 
hand and declaring before delegates appointed by 
the monthly Conference to which one of them be- 
longs that he or she, "in tae presence of the Lord 
and the assembly, takes him or her to be his or her 
wife or husband." 
In regard, to dress, manners and conversation 
the rule is made a little less stringent; and the fol- 
lowing about 'fgoia;r to law" is entirely new r— 


According to ancient and comely order, brother ought 
not to go to lair -xvith brother, except from apparent and 
urgent necessity, as is hereinafter expressed and limited. 
Should differences arise fceiTveen an vmctnbers of our Soci- 
ety about their temporal concerns, the party thinking ho 
has reason of complaint is to speak in a cahn and frieailly 
manner to the party by ivhom he thinks himself injured, 
or in danger of snfierinff in his jnst right, endeavorinff. bv 
gentle means, in a brotherly manner, to obtain a settle- 
ment. If this prove ineflcctKflLhe should tafee one oriuore 
of the overseers, or other iadicions Friends, and In Use 
manner make the claim. The Friends accompanving the 
complainant are to use their endeavors to have the matter 
jastly- and exj.editiously settled between the parties. If 
the parties live at a distance from each other, the first 
procedure may be taken h— writing, in the same calm 
and friendlv manner; and :n the latter course he mav 
v.-rite and empower some friend to act in his behalf, in 
the manner directed. 


After the close of the reading of the amendments 
to the discipline, the minutes of the Committee of 
Representatives of the last year were as usual read 
before the joint meeting. The committee was au- 
thorized to continue the consideration of the sub- 
ject of "capital punishment," with the power to 
present memorials to the Legis'ature whenever it 
would be deemed proper. Tlie death of the venerable 
Quaker, George T. Trimble, whose name is well 
known to all old Knickerbocker families, was men- 
tioned in the miautes- 


At about eleven o'clock the joint session ad- 
journed, and the meetings reassembled separately. 
The business of the women was almost allaccom- i 
plished- The epistles to the vearly meetings of 
Indiana and PiiUadelnhia were adopted. Addresses 
were delivered by Kachel Hicks, Harriet E. Stcck- 
ney and others; and, finally, the revision of the Dis- 
cipline was confirmed.

In the men's meeting the subject was again 
debated upon at-a goo'J deal of length, some of 
"the 
old, white-haired Friends being in favor of post- 
poning it again indefinitely, clinging to the old 
traditions of their fathers and fretting under the 
progressive lash of the younger generation. Two 
(jaascresses announced to the Clerk the decision 
of their body, and shortly afterwards the opposition 
submitted and the revision of the Discipline was 
folly ratified. A great sigh of reUef was drawn by 
the assemblage.

Mr. Hornblower testifies that Mr. Vreeland * 
was acting as agent for the city; Vreeland pur- 
chases the property; on the 27th of June the Board 
passed aresolntion to pnrchusa $83,ooo worth of this 
property. Vreeland sold to the city two days before 
he had concluded the purchase of the greater 
portioa of the property.

To THE EDUOK OF THE EERAIJ>:— 


Everything relating to Japan, is just now of special 


interest. In 1SS31 was attached to Perry's Japan" 
expedition, and was" the first officer of that expe- 
dition to put foot on Japanese soil. At Ha&odadl I 
made several purchases of Japanese books. 
In 


China almost every store has books for sale, but: 
there is no establishment for their exclusive sale; 
in Japan, however, there are regular boot stores,1 
where boots are kept and nothing else. In such a 
store I made my purchases, but not understanding 
a word of Japanese, ranch less their written char- 
acters, I sought only for such books as were OIBSJ 
trated by pictures. The keeper of the store, like" 
many of his countrymen, spoke tolerably good Eng- 
lish, and recommended me to buy a work ia nina 
volumes, wliich, he assured me, was a very learned 
work on theology. I regret now that I did not take it, 
but tuerebeingno pictorial illustrations in it and tho 
text being perfectly incomprehensible to-me, I re- 
jected it and selected some smaller illustrated 
paranhlets 
which would batter 
serve 
my 
purpose 
as 
specimens 
of 
Japanese 
art- 
The work recommended by the Japanese book- 
seller, however, would have probably been a.better 
specimen of their literature, and would have been, 
prized by many scientific libraries in the United 
States, where persons could be found to decipher 
the text, tiioach I could not.

One of the books I purchased represented in Its 
first picture a number of young persons, each with 
a book, apparently learning to read: s second pic- 
ture represented them all writing; in a third eacn. 
sat by an instrument consisting of balls strung on 
wires, such as are used in all Japanese schools and 
counting houses" for arithmetic, notation or ac- 
counts; in a fourth picture all were drawing, and. 
in a fifth an 
were 
playing on 
muslcaL 
instruments, a sort of tats which lay upon 
the 
floor, 
with 
the 
performer fcneeliBg: 


Tjv its side, so that I came to the conclu- 
sion that the book was a narrative or description ol 
a seinraarv oflearniniz. But tie most remarkable 
thing about it was tiut the persons portrayed were- 
a!l voung girls; not a bey among them.

Reading Democratic Convention

Tlie result or the Democratic Convention at 


Reading, Pa., is received here with a variety of 
comments. Its influence on the Baltimore Conven- 
tion, it is admitted, will be great, but it is flonbt 
less, partially discounted by the fact that the 
declaration that Mr. Greeley dictated the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Buck-alew is a mere pretence. It is 
toown here that Bucfealew's nomination was virtu- 
ally agreefl 
upon in democratic conferences 


here and elsewhere some time ago. Mr. Greeley, 
having heard of this agreement, attempted to gain 
a little prestige by advising the Pennsylvania demo- 
crats to do what he fcnew they certainly wonld do, 
with or without his ad-rice, numbers of dele- 
gates from the Southern States to the Phila- 
delphia Convention have arrived here. The srorth 
Carolina delegates are nearly all in the city to- 
night, and a majority of them are understood to 
be in favor of the nomination or Senator Wilson as 
the candidate forTice President, in fact, the inclina- 
tions of a great majority of those from all the South- 
ern States, who have formed any opinion at all, are in 
the same direction. The opinion is gaining'ground, 
however, that the nominee for Vice President will 
be some person from the Eastern or Middle States, 
who has not yet been named in connection with 
the nomlnatioa.

Senator Sumner descended to a Parliamentary 


trie* to-day, for the purpose of getting the floor to 
mafce Ms long threatened speech on the French arms 
question. A proposition to proceed with the con- 
sideration of the Steamboat bill, in preference to 
tae Civil Sundry Appropriation Bill, had been de- 
ftaied, when he ro§e to a motionjo postpone the 
bill indefinitely. The motion being privflegea' he ob- 
tained tne floor, even while Mr. Cole was on his feet, 
urging the consideration of the Appropriation bin. 
Of course his • argument was not germane to the. 
subject, but nnder the leniency of the Senate rules 
he was allowed, to proceed with a speech, in which 
he arrogantly claimed to be the father of the re- 
publican party, and intimateathat, having rocked 
it in its cradle, he would soon be called upon 
to follow its hearse. The entire speech was 
characterized by coarse and bitter personality. It 
contained numerous mis-statements of facts and 
repetitions of exploded charges of favoritism, on 
the part of the administration. His attacts on bis 
fellow Senators who were members of the Arms' 
Investigating Committee were of the same cha- 
racter. He managed, after hpving held the floor 
for four hours, to yield it to Mr. Sc'unrz, who pro- 
ceeded to discuss the arms' report in a similar vein.

The nepotism of Rome was little known la our 
country, and I do not doubt that Washington, when 
declining to make the Presidential office a personal 
perquisite, was governed by that iiistiact of duty 
u ud pali iotism which rendered him so pre-eminent. 
Through all the perils of a seven years' war he had 
battled with that kingly rule which elevates a 
vliole family without regard to merit, fastening all 
upon the nation, and he had learned that this 
social system could find no place In a repub- 
lic. Therefore h*: rejected the claims of relations 
and in nothing was his example more beautiful. 
In his latest blograpliy Washington Irving records 
liini as saying, "So far as I know my own mind I 
wor.ia not be in tiie remotest degree influenced in 
making nominations, by motives arising from the 
ties or family or blood." Then again te declared 
his purpose'-to discharge the duties of oOlce with 
tiiat impartiality aad zeal for the nubile good wluch 
ought never to tuirer coBnectiOBs'of blood or friend- 
ship to mingle so as to have the least sway on de-

advice to his successor,

From Itr. Madison, in tee FeQerati$t.,*we learn that the 
accumulation of these powers in the same hands may 
justly be pronounced the very definition of tvranny: 
and so any attempt by either to exercise the 
powers of another is a tyrannical invasion, always 
reprehensible in proportion to its extent. John 
Adams tells ns ia jaost instructive words that 
it is by balancing- each of these powers against 
the other two. that the efforts in human' nature 
toward tyranay can alone be checked and re- 
strained and aay degree of freedom nreserved in 
'the constitution.- Tttea, again, the saine atithoritv 
says that the perfection of "this great idea is bv giv- 
ing each division a power to defend itself fcv a nega- 
tive.

Does not a gift 
blind the eyes of the wise f The Inllucncc of gifts 
is represented by Plutarch in the life of a Spartan 
King, for he thought those ways of entrapping 
men by gilts and presents, which other kings 
use, dishonest and artificial, and it seemed to 
Him to be the most noble method andniosfsuita- 
ble to a king to win the allcctions of thoso that 
came near him by personal intercourse and agree- 
able conversation, Biuce between a friend und a 
mercenary the only distinction is that we gain the 
ono by our character and conversations and the 
other by our money. Wliat Is done under the in- 
fluence of gifts is mercenary. But whither from 
ruler to subject, or from subject to ruler, the gift is 
equally pernicious. 'An ancient patriarch reared
